The San Francisco Report recently

In 
view of the great developments that 
have taken place in the electrical world 
within the past few years, ItU surprising 
that a paper occupying a position BO 
prominent as does the Report should 
be found so far behind tho times. 


Electricity is the coming power. It is 
eally a meaus of transmitting power, 
nt as such is of demonstrated utility,

et be economically gathered from the 
tmosphere, where it certainly exists in 
nexhauatible quantities.

Prof. Putnam'* Speech Against tbe 


Proposed Suuday Law*. 


KtHTOKrf 
llti-fBLicAX: Inasmuch as 


iu *-Uott ii iio'i' ULC;; rnatfc in. tbis city 
to secure from the people of Fresno an 
i-xpressioa ot opinion in rexai<3 to the 
proposed Sunday laws, will you please 
publish the following extracts from Mr. 
Putnam's speech, recently delivered at 
an anti-.Suuday law meeting iu Stockton, 
as it fully expresses our views ou this 
question: 
J- W. B. 


In opening his address Mr. 1'utnum 


referred to the attempt now makiiie in 
congress to enlorce the observance, ol 
Sunday throughout all the states. 
He 


declared that (he proposed law concerned 
the rights of every man and woman in 
the republic. The authority to yovera 
conies front the people, and no laws 
ought to be passed in lavor of a portion 
of the people. There should bo no union 
of church aud state; no class legislation, 
no concent ration of government in a part 
of the people. 
"It does not disturb me,' the speaker 


continued, ''if one or one thousand are 
Christians. 
All 1 want is that the 


churches pay their own way and not ask 
mo to pay anything. I don't care how 
many Christians there are who are goiut; 
to heaven, hut 1 do want them to pay 
heir fare themselves. Hit* taxpayers 
ire now forced to pav the churches every 
year ^y.OOO.OOO lo help the Christians. 
I object to paying tsuch a bill. 


"The Hbenilist wants a total divorce 


of charch and state. He ia not trying 
to d*rtruy tbo Sunday, the holiday ol the 
people; lie believes in the holiday, tho 
joy day, tho festival day; he does not 
believe in working all the time. But the 


and the Sabbath are not tho 


same thing; they have a different origin. 
If tho Sunday h a holiday, a joy day, it 
was not given to the world by Christi- 
anity or by the Bible. Tho Sunday, the 
festival day, dates back before any of 
tho books 'of the Uible wore written. 
The Sabbath is not thu holiday, but the 
holy day. The Christian can have his 
rial'batfi, hut the liueralist wants his 
Sunday. 
No number of Christians," 


continued the speaker, "have a right to 
iorcc their belief upon me; I havo just 
as good a right to reject Christianity as 
mv Christian friends have to accept it. 


""Christians seem to think that the 


Sabbath is the life of Chrislmnity," the 
speaker went on; "yot 1 will challenge 
any Christian clergyman in this place to 
point to any passage in the Riblo, Old or 
New Testament, that commands the ob- 
eorvance of this modern Christian Sab- 
bath day. 
If the Sabbath is such a fun- 


damental thing, why is itnot enunciated 
iu illegible itself? The Uible says, 
Remember tbn seventh day to keep H 
holy'—remember Saturday. They are 
nutating the law of the Bible it tho ob 
oCrvuUL'o is necessary, us they say. 
The 


observance of Sunday as a holy daj 
was forced upon thc people iu the year 
H21 of the Christian era by thc Uomat 
Emperor Constantino. It was made a 
day sacred, not only to the Christian 
(loci, but to the God Apollo, and to al 
other soils and deities. Out of this 
edict of CoiistantinK'B have come the 
1'uritnnicftl Sabbath, the Blue laws, am 
all other laws that in our republic to 
Jay compel the observance of the Grs 
dav of the week. And to-day, when wi 
are compelled to obey Sabbath laws, we 
ate not uuder the dominion of the Bibln 
or of Christianity, us represented b 
.lumesand the Apostles, but under tli 
dominion of Constantine; and in obey 
ing these Sabbath law's for one day on 
of tbe seven wo are not American cit 
•tens, hut the subjects of a barbarian 
Roman ruler.

J. Plcasants of Winters, Yolo county, 
lost over thirty horses that were sup- 
posed to be rattlewecded. llis stack 
lias run over tho same ground ever 
since, and although ratlleweed is very 
plentiful, he hasn't lost an animal. Mr. 
I'lcasants can offer no explanation, but 
is inclined to think- that the animals are 
not crazed hy eating rattleweed. The 
writer has noticed that the disease gen- 
erally makes its appearance late in the 
fall, when 
feed is scarce. A sleek, 


well-fed animal is seldom, if ever, af- 
fected. One fact may be relied upon—a 
crazy horse is not worth keeping.
